Neglect of Duty. 


Quincy, July 4, 1888. 
Editors of the Quincy Patriot : 


upon them to either appoint me forthwith 
as one of the special officers to enforce the 
liquor laws, as voted by the town in open 


neglect—which latter I knew they could 
not do. In commenting upon this commu- 
nication the Quincy Advertiser, in its issue 
of June 30th, said: 

“The Selectmen appointed Mr. Robert 
J. Williams and Joseph W. Hayden as 
Officers to enforce the liquor laws in com- 
pliance with the request of the town, and 
they are sufficient, with the help which Mr. 
Faxon furnishes to other officers, to keep 
the liquor traffic out of Quincy. Mr. Fax- 
on has ignored these officers entirely, and 
on one of his late crusades carried two ex- 
constables and went to Atlantic for a 
special officer to help clean out a place 
which was being watched by Messrs. Wil- 
liams and Hayden. This does not show a 
true spirit on the part of Mr. Faxon, and 
when he sent this letter to the Selectmen 
it was more for notoriety gained than for 
the purpose requested.” 

This statement is so misleading that I 
consider it my duty to give my fellow- 
townsmen the facts bearing upon the matter. 
When I learned that the Selectmen had 
appointed Messrs. Williams and Hayden as

For a long time there has been no train | 
leaving Boston for Quincy between 3.12) 
Pp. M., and 4.18 Pp. m., an interval of one! 
hour and six minutes. I submit that, | 
considering Quincy's size, the great number | 
of passengers which she furnishes, and | 
her nearness to Boston, this interval, in| 
the very middle of the afternoon, when | 
many shoppers and other patrons of the 
road are desirious of returning home, is 
altogether too long. The time-tables show 
that during this interval no fewer than | 
three outward trains pass Quincy without 
stopping—leaving Boston at 3.30, 3.40, and 
3.50 P. M., respectively. Now I wish the 
railroad managers would consider whether 
they cannot stop the 3.40 train at Quincy, 
and thus break the present too long gap 
between the 3.12 and 4.18 trains. If the 
objection is made that the 3.40 train isa 
fast one, running through to Newport, 
R. L, and that an additional step would 
interfere with the interests of its long- 
distance patrons, I would suggest that 
that difficulty can be easily overcome by 
omitting the present stop ---South Brain- 
tree. In that way the general running} 
time of the train would in no way be af- 
fected, nor would the interests of South 
Braintree suffer, as the latter place would 
still have the 3.30 express, arfiving only 
eight minutes earlier.

It seems as if 
the town had its hands full and it is liable 
for the damages caused John Cavanagh 
& Son by the cancelling of their contract.

Women Journalists, 


The first daily newspaper printed in the 
world was established and edited by a 
woman—Elizabeth Mallett, in London, 
1762. In her opening address she said she 
had started a newspaper to “spare the 
public half the impertinences which the 


ordinary papers contain.’’ Womanlike, 
jher paper was reformatory. The first 


| newspaper published in America of which 
we have any record was in Massachusetts. 
It was called the Mass. Gazette and News- 
letter. After the death of the editor, the 
widow edited it in the most spirited man- 
ner for two or three years. It was the 
only paper that did not suspend publication 
when Boston was beseiged by the British. 
In 1772 Rhode Island issued its first news- 
paper. It was owned and edited by Anna 
Franklin. She and her two daughters did 
the printing and also worked their printing 
press. History tells that for her quickness 
and correctness she was appointed printer 
to the colony, supplying pamphlets, ete., 
to the colonial offices. She also printed 
an edition of the colonial laws of 300 pages. 
In 1776 Sarah Goddard printed a news- 
paper and very ably conducted it at New- 
port. She traded under the name of Sarah 
Goddard & Co. In 1772 Clementina Ried 
published and printed a paper in Virginia, 
favoring the colonial cause and greatly 
offending the royalists, and two years after 
another paper was started in the interests 
of the crown by a Mrs. H. Boyle, borrow- 
ing the name of Mrs. Ried’s paper, which 
was the Virginia Gazette, but which was 
short-lived. Both papers were published 
in the town of Williamsburg. The colo- 
nial newspaper was the first in which the 
Declaration of Independence was printed. 
In 1773 Elizabeth Timothy printed and 
edited a paper in Charleston, S. C. After 
the revolution, Anna Timothy became its 
proprietor and editor, and was ap-

The Danger in Small Fruits. 

Can people swallow the seeds and pits of 
fruit with impunity? It is a topic that 
may be more important than others of 
more apparent The  slighest 
amount of physiological knowledge might 
be suppose to bar the swallowing of cherry 


weight. 


stones, yet a young woman died in this 
neighborhood the other day from peri- 
tonitis caused by such indulgence. This 


violent form of seed-swallowing, however, 
may be considered as a little apart from the 
real inquiry, since it is not exactly com- 
mon, though doubtless much sickness and 
not a few casualties are caused by it. But 
what of seed swallowing ? The country has 
been startled by the prostration of Con- 
gressman Randall, and it seems to be 
proved that the disaster was, at least in part, 
occasioned by Mr. Kandall’s over indul- 
gence in berries in his particular bodily con- 
dition. Doctors tell us that the common 
physical trouble under which Mr. Randall 
labors is always more noticeable in the 


berry season than at other times of the 
year, the seeds being the aggravating influ- 
ence. It is not the size of these foreign 
substances that is the consideration, byt 
their bulk when swallowed in quantity. 
One would hesitate about swallowing the 
small handful of pits contained in a 
moderate bunch of grapes—they make quite 
a formidable showing—yet they are, all the 
same, swallowed in eating the grapes, and 
possibly pack in the stomach or bowels, an 
entirely indigestible mass of woody fibre. 
As to yet smaller seeds the process is pre- 
| cisely similar, depending only on the quan- 
tity of such food eaten. 
| blackberries are enormous in size and quan- 
tity compared with the pulp, and in eat- 
ing a comfortably large saucerful of this 
fruit, one swallows the equivalent in seeds 
of those of a large portion of grapes, or of 
a number of cherry stones. But are we 
then to bar small fruits as a diet? Scarce- 
ly, but more prudence can be exercised. 
They should be eaten in moderation, early 
in the day rather than at night, and with 
the greatest caution, if at all, by persons 
}in the physical condition of Mr. Randall. 
The rejoinder may be made that this stony 
dissipation has been going on for ages; so 
it has, and much mischief has undoubtedly 
marched hand in hand with it.
